Prevention and Punishment of Crime 
A conspiracy to kidnap Mr J. S. 
McLean, President of Canadian Pack¬ 
ers, was thwarted, before the attempt 
was made, by the arrest of the con¬ 
spirators. Several U.S. journal® have 
commented upon this as showing how 
well we do things in Canada as com¬ 
pared with the way things are done 
there. H.' L. Mencken points out that 
the number of arrests compared with 
the number of crimes in the U.S in¬ 
dicates that the police generally do 
their duty. It is after that that justice 
falls down, and the fault is not with 
the law but with the procedure. Shy¬ 
ster lawyers and corrupt officials 
block the way to the penitentiary or 
the gallows, and sentimental #ob-sis- 
ters-and-brothers send flowers to, or 
sign petitions for those who have 
landed in jail in spite of the law’s de¬ 
lays. In Canada we can congratulate 
ourselves for having a judicial system 
that deals efficiently with criminals, 
but we have^the same sort of senti¬ 
mentalists here whose activities add 
to the difficulties of penitentiary offic¬ 
ials. The ferment in Portsmouth is 
kept up by inmates who, through the 
grape-vine telegraph know what is 
going on in the outside world and be¬ 
lieve they have the sympathy and sup 
port of many good men and women, 
besides some prominent politicians 
• and influential newspapers.

Hitler is Still Suspect 
It is not an easy task for Hitler to 
dissociate himself from the 144 Aus¬ 
trian Nazis who killed Chancellor 
Dolfuss and expected to escape to 
Germany under free conduct giveri 
them by the German ambassador at 
Vienna. He immediately recalled the 
ambassador, but that did not allay the 
suspicion that the plot was hatched in 
■Germany Like the murder of D’Eng- 
heim by Napoleon it was worse 
than a crime, it was a blunder. Na¬ 
tions committed to the protection of 
Austria could hardly be expected to 
•wink at this outrage upon a country 
rent by faction and powerless to de¬ 
fend itself against foreign aggression. 
It is not to be thought that the man 
who ordered the killing of several 
hundred Germ««.s vi. aid hesitate to 
order the killing of one Austrian.

Reducing the Civil Service 

Under every government long in 
power the civil service is liable.to be¬ 
come top-heavy and a certain amount 
of liquidation becomes necessary and 
desirable,—The same may also be said 
of any large business. Through fav¬ 
oritism or a generous aversion from 
dismissals, the staff becomes unwieldy 
and liquidation can only be made with 
a change of administration. The new 
government of Ontario is applying 
the axe in a way that bids fair to re¬ 
deem a pre-election pledge unless par¬ 
ty pressure forces it to fill the vacan¬ 
cies thus created with its own parti¬ 
sans.

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George Hunter Hurled 
Death From Windmill 


Friends and Neighbors Turn Out in 
Large Numbers to Attend Last Riles 
of Respected Citizen 


Percival George F. Hunter ^ a re¬ 
spected resident of the Buffalo Hills 
district for over twenty years, was 
hurled from a thirty-foot windmill 
tower, when struck by the huge fans, 
to his death on Sunday. He lived for 
about an hour after the accident oc¬ 
curred. During the day he had been 
assisting a neighboring farmer with 
repairs on his- windmill, and the acci¬ 
dent occurred while standing on the 
tower. 

Mr. Hunter was 67 years of age. He 
was born in England and came to 
Canada in the early years of the cen¬ 
tury, settling near High River in 1906 
where he lived for a few years. Near¬ 
ly twenty-five years ago he moved to 
the Buffalo Hills district north of Vul 
can, taking up farm lands.. He has 
since that time resided there. He 
aws unmarried and has -no relatives 
living in this country. One sister sur¬ 
vives, residing in England. 

Funeral services were held from 
the Vulcan Ulnited church on Tuesday 
afternoon at 2.30 o’clock, Rev. f*. G. 
McPherson officiating. Friends and 
neighbors of the deceased turned out 
in large numbers to pay their last re¬ 
spects to one who was held in high 
esteem,in the district of his residence. 
Floral tributes were many and beauti¬ 
ful. 

Burial was made in the Vulcan cem 
etery under the direction of the A.W. 
Kelly funeral home. Pallbearers were 
intimate friends of the deceased: A1 
and H. Willard.

TREES AND DAMS! 


In fifty years, mail has almost succeeded in turning a 
great fertile belt of our Western Canada into a Sahara; 
perhaps the greatest single instance of wastefulness that 
the world has ever seen.” In these startling words, W. L. 
Me 1 avish, editor of the Winnipeg Tribune, presses his 
scheme for the reclamation of the drought area of the 
prairie provinces. To impress the importance upon the city 
business man, he pictures the buried cities of the Orient, 
excavated from under tons of sand, wi& their ancient 
burial a result of natural processea Not that our prairie 
cities are ever likely to becortwj submerged ip sweeping 
sands. But steps must be taken to undo man's folly, before 
permanent desert areas are created. 

“If the first generation of Western ploughmen had been 
wise, or if we in our generation had been wise, we would 
have foreseen the result of the wholesale drainqge which 
has been in progress. We have drained lakes and sloughs 
to get more land to plough, destroying natural reservoirs 
that have not been replaced. The consequences of that 
folly are upon us. The water in the subsoil is steadily sink 
ing and is now of little or no value to crops. 

“It is not enough to have the assurance that normal 
seasons would bring a return of production to these fertile 
drought lands. But we must undo some of the dan^ige 
\ye have done. We are apparently entering a cycle of wet 
years, and if we make proper use of that period, we need 
never again fear the disaster brought by drought in the 
past four years. 

“Some of the necessary measures could be undertaken 
individually, some municipally or provincially. But the 
more expensive measures would necessarily be undertaken 
as a federal project. One eminent engineer has set recla¬ 
mation costs at $400,900,000. This seems big money, but 
it must be remembered that this area, which must be 
abandoned unless reclaimed, ordinarily produces $300 or 
400 million dollars worth of new wealth each year. It has 
thousands of miles of railways, of homes, arfd churches, 
and public buildings, an investment of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions. If $ 100,000,000 be spent over the next ten years, 
it will bring returns many times that amount. 

“The farmers themselves have some means at hand, by 
change in tillage methods, in strip farming, crop rotation, 
the planting of caragana hedges to conserve snowfall. The 
scientists can attempt to produce a variety of wheat re¬ 
quiring half the moisture for growth. For the Dominion, 
as a whole, the work would consist of dams and trees, 
dams everywhere to hold vhiter and give a chance at the 
subsoil. About four-fifths of precipitation in the West is 
sent out of the country in the spring months, and is not 
available when needed. Large dams and little dams, and 
reforestation on a grand scale bordering every lake, and 
beside every slough that can be created. 

* “Twenty engineers in a fortnight’s conference, with 
available Western data could outline a general policy. In 
a year it could be under way, and in ten years there would, 
be definite assurance against a recurrence of the drought 
conditions that have cost the West and the whole Domin¬ 
ion so much money in the past four years.

LIVESTOCK PROBLEMS 


No phase of agriculture has suffered more severely iTi 
the past five years, than the cattle producers. This asser¬ 
tion was borne out by facts presented before the Liberal 
Economic Conference in Calgary ’ last week, by E. W. 
Brunsden, secretary of the Western Stock Growers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. He gave the yearly average selling prices in 
Canadian stockyards for the past six years, showing that 
while these were $7.56 per cwt. in 1923, the figure for 1933 
was $3. No industry could long survive bankruptcy under 
such conditions, he said. 

Cost of production as studied at the Range Experimen¬ 
tal station at Manyberries covered varying sized herds', 
showed that two-year-old steers had a production cost of 
6.42 per cwt. That figure allowed a 6 per cent return on 
investment. This would illustrate the struggle of the last 
five years. “ z 

Lack of export markets, said Mr. Brunsden, was a prim 
ary cause for the situation. In 1920, there were 500,000 
head sent to United States alone, and in by-gone years 
Britain took annually as many as 163,000. Today, Canada’s 
total export is limited to 50,000 head a year to Great Brit-, 
ain. This far off market, though greatly appreciated, is 
costly to reach.

In 1928 
the total marketings in Canada were 964*000 head and in 
1932 they were 619,000 head.

SOCIAL CREDIT NOW 
HAS WEEKLY PAPER 


Mr. Theodore Roebuck was a busi 
ness visitor to Elnora, Sunday. 


“There are evidently no slothful 
farmers in this district.” This was the 
favorable comment made by speakers 
at the Field Day held in Brant over 
the week end, and the comment fol¬ 
lowed a survey of the grain plots 
grown at Brant under the crop-testing 
plan. 

The crop testing plan is sponsored 
by the National, Searle, Northern,' 
British American and Midland Pacific 
Grain Companies. The speakers at 
Brant were Major H. G. Strange of 
the Searle Grain Co., Dr. L. H. New¬ 
man, Dominion Cerealist, and Mr. 
Hayes of the Experimental Farm at 
Lethbridge. 

After the examination of the -480 
samples from the grain plots at Brant 
it was found that 52 per cent, of these 
graded A (good for seed that may be 
disposed of to neighbors); 29 per cent 
graded B (good for personal use for 
a year or two; and 19 per cent graded 
C (mixed varieties not good for seed). 
Major Strange announced that this 
result was the mo3t favorable found 
in any district so far surveyed. The 
varieties shown to have been grown 
in the district were 28 per cent Mar¬ 
quis, 14 per cent Garnet; 6 per cent 
Reward; 41 per cent Red Bob; 10 per 
cent mixture of Red Bob and Marquis. 
Fifteen per cent of the growers did 
not know the name of the variety 
grown. In the local crop testing plan, 
there were 23 plots, 12 from the Na¬ 
tional Elevator, 9 from the Searle and 
2 Midland Pacific. The territory in¬ 
cluded about 24 points within the 
radius of High River, Vulcan, Nanton 
and Cheadle, and about 150 were pres¬ 
ent to participate. 

Major Strange 

Major H. G. Strange spoke briefly, 
explaining the purpose of the crop 
testing plan. There are 50 of these 
plans functioning in Western Canada 
this year, representing 22,000 far¬ 
mers. The object is to determine the 
mixtures of wheat grown in Western 
Canada, to show the types most adapt 
able to this country; to determine 
those farmers in each district who 
have the best seed grain; to provide 
the farmers growing poor varieties

At Coat Price 

Any of the five contributing grain 
companies will supply the best regis¬ 
tered seed grain at cost price, and 
this will be available for next spring’s 
sowing. The local agent should be 
informed so that he may get in touch 
with head office. Last year 18,000 
lbs. of sample grain were tested, and 
out of this 6000 farmers were found 
to be growing B and C grades. Five 
thousand of these farmers were sup¬ 
plied with -better seed grain, and it 
was through this continuous effort, 
stated Major Strange, that Canadian 
wheat tops the world market. Other 
countries, however, are also improv¬ 
ing the quality of their wheat, so con¬ 
stant endeavor is required for Canada 
to maintain its lead. 

Dr. Newman 

Dr. L. H. Newman added his con¬ 
gratulation to the district for the 
good quality of wheat, .apparently 
grown on the majority of farms. The 
speaker showed how a cross between 
two varieties of grain, Red Bobs and 
Marquis for example, could produce 
hundreds of variations. One type 
might prove adaptable to one farm 
and ruinous on adjacent land. If 
there are different varieties in a field 
there is likely to be a lack of unifor-

lost. Now is the time to get registered 
seed and grow better grains. 

Superior Grain 

The reports that there are innum¬ 
erable grain-varieties in the West are 
ecconeous. The chief types are Mar¬ 
quis, Red Bob, Reward and Garnet. 

Samples have been taken by the 
elevators and from cargoes going out 
of Canada for the past eight years 
and by this method authorities have 
determined that 95 per cent is Mar¬ 
quis, Red Bob, Garnet or Reward; few 
grow Red Fife and about 2 per cent 
grow an inferior quality. On the whole 
the wheat of Canada is good and the 
quality high. 

Up to eight years ago a mixture of 
Fife and Marquis was sold in good 
faith as a good seed. This was “with¬ 
drawn as being inferior to other reg¬ 
istered grains and was nob accepted 
by the Grain Growers Association. In 
this country there is still quite a 
quantity of this mixture still/ in seed.
